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THE VOICE OF THE ARMY.

An officer of our army on the Rappahunnock
writing to us on business says:

“ We have heard strange things about the Legis-
lature now in session at Raleigh.

Cous Law 18 Arasama.—The Legislature
of Alsbama has passed a bill requiring that ne
- person, except_the producer and miller, shall sell
‘corn withont first obtasining s license from th
Judge of Probate of the connty in which the corn
Lis tg be sold, and the party so licensed is not
allowed to sell corn st a greater profit than 20 p
cent on the price paid to the prodcesr and
charges, exclusive of the fees and taxes onm
license; and no miller is allowed to sell corn excep
that which he receives as toll for grinding, o
which hs produces hiwself. Heavy penalties ar
fixed to the violation of this law; and the exporta
tion of curn from the Btate is forbidden, except b
permission of the Commissioner’s (‘ougt of t
csunty from whieh the corn is to be exported, an
excepting, also, corn belonging to the Usniede
Government or to any of the Coofedernte Sta
This law Las been approved by the Governor.
